Speaking before a largre «uaioncc 
Jn the Chemistry Building last even- 
ing, Mr, Honry L. Simon, Consul <1c 
3'Vb.tico, gave an illustrated locliire on 
"Pari* ot ïo-daj" .1» the gu^ît of tlic 
City Improvement Ijcacue. 

Before commencing his lecture, Mr. 
Simon f.howoâ ecveral slides ot the 
hulldinga and monument» of most 
historic interest In Paris ot to-day, 
iind then proceeded to outline the 
historical background of the city. 

"Geofrraphy decidefl the sitU.ation of 
Tarls. Geography also decided how 
phe ohould pro<\ — In other -n-ordf, 
drew the plan, stated the speaker. 
Men Mwembled at the junction of the 
three' rivers, the Marne, the Seine, 
a.nd the Otee,' communities multiplied 
on the Island of FVance ■until the day 
came vhen one of them vna recog- 
Ized as the capital, then In an ever 
inereaalns circle, the curroundtng 
"town* ceased to stow. 

There are towns which one visits 
more parti oularly for their historic 
interest, (In Kome, the present is 
dominated by the past. There, one 
Tvanflore about -n-ltU the ghosta who 
■haunt the ruina. In î^ew York, one 
-only remembers the past irhen one 
mangels in advance at the future. 
Paris is both ancient sind modern. 
Her Immediate exlstenoe, her future 
hopes are not overshadowed by re- 
srets of the past. Paris is «ver ready 
to -march -with the times. She is the 
eouroe of new . thoughts and new 
fashions which ere adopted by the 
entire world.

"Women suffrage is . logical and 
jusi," said Lee Ilcllingsworlh, ono of 
the Commerce '32 debaters, yesterday 
aJ.tern9onj_when .cls^hiUng Jhat jUlje wo- 
men ot, Quebec should be allowed to 
vot« in the Provincial Elections^ Be- 
fore and after the debate took place, 
short talks were given by Shallcross, 
Carrier, Kneen and Talpis. Eric Al- 
lison occupied the chair, with Mclntyre 
and Crabtree assisting Him. The meet- 
ing opened with the discussion of 
various buEiness, and it was decided 
to hold a speoia! meeting next Thurs- 
day to carrj' through certain import- 
ant business matters. 

Imaginative Study Ncceessry 

Shallcross emphasized the import- 
ance of studyiTig literature and the 
liberal arts, as a remedy to counter- 
act the materialistic tendencies of to- 
day. The materialisUc and the lovers 
of arts differ in numerous ways. The 
latter is unselfish, while the former 
thinks otLly ot himself. Unfortunately 
there aj-e many of the former and few 
01' the latter. Carrier explained the 
benefits of a college education. The 
main benefits of college are not the 
slight Information obtained, as in a 
g,enei-al course, ljut the p</.se, culture 
and sejf confidence that result from it.

"Stokes w»8 the most silent rrisli- 
man that ever existed" stated Di. 
tive last evening during the course 
ot a lecture on Stokes and Itayllesl'. 
Me and Newton were probably the 
two most silent momliars that ov»r 
nul in the Ilritisli Mouse of Commons. 
Nowton made one famous speech, 
"Mr. Speaker, may we please. have a 
window spen." Stokes never maae 
any. 

Both men were senior wranglers at 
Cambridge, and both Smith's pr'ne 
men. Koth attended Pembrooke Col- 
lege, and were still connected with 
it when Dr. Bve. studied there. Di-. 
Eve related an anecdote ot how thrse 
bishops from Pembroke were burnt 
at Oxford. "Cambridge, however, .liis 
not yet burnt an.v Oxford men, thougn 
they have no doubt often wanted to ' 
h'V ssid. 

' Stokes investigated falling bodies 
and showed lhat their velocity Is pro- 
portlonal to two-nin'.hs gravity m':I- 
tlplied by the square ot the radius of 
tno body, multiplied by the dlfffli- 
cnce between the density ot the body 
and the medlimi through which it U 
tailing, divided by the viscosity of 
the medium. . Dr. Eve showed how 
slowly ball-bearings fall 'n g jc^iiiit, 
because It is very viscous. \noth?r 
formula found by Stokes was that 
the velocity of waves In iihallow 
water is eQunl to the square voot ot 
gravity multiplied by the depts. 

The discovery ot radio-activity wa.^ 
brought about by Stokes and it Is In- 
directly due to this that Dr. Bv« l.i 
now at >fcGlll, for Sir Ernest nuther- 
ford investigated in this subject. Dr. 
ISve became an assistant of his, and 
thus Is now at JfcGllI. An interest- 
ing exiMriment was then performed, 
showing how radlo-actice substancts 
gleam in an ultra-violet ray. Th«» 
audience's 'teeth g'camed when the 
electric lights were turned out and 
tho violet rays on, but falFo teeth do 
not, and é.in, therefore be 'distinguish- 
ed from real oiies. 

Stokes also worked on Crooites' 
radiometer. 'The well-luiown exp'itna-

Mechanistic Theory, 

The first speaker, Ifr, T.iylor, de- 
clared that the history of philosophy 
brlnç.i out the di^velopment of the 
mcchani.itlc theory frcm the time of 
Descartes. Stimulated by Harvey's 
discovery ot the circulation of the 
blood, Descartes enunciated practical-

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Voice or Accent 

EXCEPTION is beinc taken to the sen- 
timents which we expressed re- 
cently vrith retard to the choice of charac- 
ters in the caste of The Witch. Our view 
was that the voices of the actors belied the 
characters which they portray. Our pica 
was that more fitting voices should have 
'been found for the parts and that anyone 
who had a marked English accent, of 
necessitj', had Ins range of character roles 
. limited, while- it would appear that the 
criterion of a stage voice had. been set as 
that which had an English accent as an af- 

■ fectation. 
Perhaps there is some confusion be- 
tween the term English voice and Eng. 
lifà accent No one can deny .that the 

j mellow English voice cannot be surpassed 
I for stage work, as it has great carrying 
; power, as compared with the metallic voice 
of this continent, which proves its great 
use on the telephone. Climate is respons- 

- ible for these differences. 
The charm of the voices of the stage 

iir^England is noteworthy, but an accented 
voice is only used for a character part re- 
quiring it. Consider what the voice of a 
venerable Lutheran minister, old enough 
to have a second wife, to say nothing of a 
son of twenty-six, should sound like. It 
jshould have at least the semblance of ma- 
; -itimiy^tand tending to the sonorous. When 
>one Bees a pot bellied gossip carrier one 
expects a voice more worldly than that 
which was given us. And we still hold that 
a maiden's voice is not congruent with a 
matron of eighty. 

We cannot agree that the play was 
written in English. We thought it was 

- from the' Scandinavian. But it has been 
admirably translated into English and one 
would expect to have English voices for it. 
The true English voice is as elusive as the 
^Trueborn Englishman.' We cannot -call the 
brogues of Lancashire, Yorkshire, Somer- 
set or the Black Countrj', real English 
voices. Keither can we say that the 
jiumerous dialects of London are repre- 
sentative. The accents of Repton, Rugby 

■ or Bedford public schools are but affecta- 
tions, as are those of the two oldest uni- 
versities in England. From people who 
really are in authority to judge, these 
former are classed as English accents and 
not voices. The* authorities claim that the 
larger towns in the immediate provinces of 
London, together with perhaps Aberdeen 
and Dublin, speak with the English voice. 

If a criterion of the English voice is 
needed we can think of none other than the 
announcer of 2L0, the radio broadcasting 
station of Ijondoii. He neitlier says 'tairae' 
nor 'naice', but yet he pronounces Magde- 
Jan and Caius as is the local usuage. Mar- 
tin Harvey and Arliss each has his pecu- 
liar voice mannej-i.sms but neither attempts 
to portray roles outside his .sphere. 

It may be that those wlio are mem- 
.bers of the Players' Club are only those 
who have to some degree caught on to 
.these affectations of the voice. In that 
.case there was a limited field from which 
to choose. But we believe that thei-e are 
.about one hundred members of the club 
;and there were certainly other voices on 
■the etage^than the ones which seem to be 
the butt of the correspondence. Again it 
was incongruous to hear two distinct sets 
of voices used in The Witch. The English 
accent and the broad Canadian were inter- 
mingled. A choice could have beeen made 
where voices of eithef group were to jje 
. jhéard. 

' , A word about our own provincial ac- 
j ,cent. We would consider that in Montreal 
"t .it is decidedly a patois of the French. In 
Westmount it may be different, but then 
-^tijat ,is not typical of our province. Due to 
^.tljip .extremes of temperaturie our voices 
-ihere in Canada are of necessity metallic, 
.xivhile .in the temperature of England a 
•■mellowness is to be found. Those who 
■.;Speak with an English accent in Canada 
fall into two classes, namely, the ones who 
. Wj^^^ }iorn in England or the ones who 
^yfi jaffected the accent under one or 
à'^'^i^^ ^external influences. The metallic 
WhyÇ^ce is the only one indigenous to ("'ana da. 
r ■ In conclusion we must .say that we 
have no objection to the Engli.sli voice, in 
;fsct we find it mo.st pleasing tu th-.' ciai-. 
,We can see that for good .stage i-ejird.'.i'.c- 
tipn the Player;»' Club must have Ki "f ::^h 
^..yqic&R, and these can be adapted to ir .i.i-- 
^t-fiyts roles. But we do recohinrjnd t!iat 
TOices be clio.seu foi-'th;; iiai'ts, and lhat 
English ypicee not accents.

"Tho AVitch" is a study In abnonnal box psy- 
dhology.

To a woman ot erolio temperament, 
living alone and having no normal sex outlet, a 
seduction' would assume the proportions ot a ritual 
abandonment ot soul and body to the forces of 
evil. This is 'what bapened to Herlofa-Marte.' Her 
sex-life became an obsession. Sh'e 'was a casé for 
the psychoanaJyst, Slste<mtti' century' Norway 
cured lier complex by burning her. It was an ef- 
ficient but hs.rdly laudable method of treatment. 

Anne Pedorsdotter was obnormal for two rea- 
sons; she was brought up by two witches, and 
had married a tnan incapable ot reeponding to her 
passionate nature. Keallzing -how great was her 
power over he/ step-son she believed herself a 
witcii, and Jlariln, the young scholar and theorist, 
finding himself controlled by forces which be.could 
not understand also thought she must have oc- 
cult pof\\'ers. Living in ail ago rotten _ with taboo 
and superstition they did not realize tliat Uielr love 
was a perfectly natural' phenomenon, and disaster 
was tho result. They were tho vtotlms of environ- 
ment. Such was the tra-sedy about which AVIers- 
JcnnH.'icn built his play.

The Paris of Hautaman 
Thi» conetructlon ot railroads, which 
facilitated travelling In Franco com- 
plicated tho traffic problem in Paris. 
It was necessary, therefore, to con- 
struct wido ronds wliich would bring 
travellers to tho contre of tho city, 
and It was this task that Haussman 
took upon himself. 

Decorative embellishment was not 
forgotten In tho Haussman plan. 
Monument^ woro isolated in order 
that their artistic beauty might be 
appreciated. Thus, the monotony of 
long avenues was partially corrected 
In order ttiat they might not dis- 
courage those who walked on them. 

Haufismann's successors continued 
to work on his schema and circula- 
tion facilities exceeded tho anticipa- 
tion of the Imperial administration. . 
The Seine and The Big Boulevards 
The Seine la the great artery of 
Paris among which the Uta of the city 
pulsates. Her banks ara adorneed by 
tho most modern monuments In the 
capital, and tho quiet waters are 
crossed by thirty-two bridges which 
reflect tho passage of tho centuries. 
Til© Seine, onlcering by the East 
gate, first rtins for a distance of two 
kilometres between railway depots, 
warehouses, etc., then sho reaches 
the island ot St. Louis whero she 
divides into two branches ind thus 
surrounds iho island on which still 
ore . the old hotels of the 16t;i cen- 
tury. Then, the silhouette of Xotro 
Dame Cathedral announces the ap- 
proach of tho city ità'olf. That line ot 
bis boulevards which afrolches from 
tho Mndolclno to the Bastille was 
tho widest highroad in the city until 
tlie town was "llaussmannlied". 
Cafes and Theatres sprang up on 
cither aldo of It as e.arly a.s thy ISih 
century, and it was iicreto that l\iris- 
anm cnmo from the moro compact 
districts in search of fresh air and 
gaiety. These boulevards however, 
aro no more today an outlying pro- 
menade, but wide central streets in 
tho heart of the city. 

Their wIdo and slow profros.s re- 
calls the fact that llicy weio not 
mads to take us to our Uostination, 
but valuer as a pleasant walk for 
those who come out fop a oonslltu- 
lonal. 

It is thero that ono fiiuU shops 
with nttracilivo Windows, thcatrua and 
cinemas, Everywhere, one's glance is 
ttltraolcd und amused.
